The Procurate, it was learnt, 
is attaching great Importance to 
the investigation of the Kiangya 
sinking on account of the jgreat 
number of Ilves lost in the ac- 
cident. Up to the present, the 
casualty figure is placed be- 
tween 3,000 and 3,500. 

Another 254 bodies. were 
brought back here yesterday, 
bringing the number of corpses 
hitherto recovered to 680 —Reu- 
ter.

RECONSTRUCTION 
IN ASIA 


There is undoubtedly need 
for capital for reconstruction 
in Asia. The President of 
the World Bank has said that 
it would be unrealistic to ex- 
pect the Bank to invest large 
sums in member countries in 
Asia in the near future. He 
has stressed that 
can make loans only when 
there is a reasonable pros- 
pect of repayment. Even if 
this were not so, the Bank's 
prospects of raising addi- 
tional resources on the few 
accessible capital markets are 
now looking so thin that it 


.{-clearly. -can-not be counted 


upon to provide a channel 
through which investment 
finance can flow from the 


of the world. Yet in some 
way investment finance must 
be brought into Asia “from 
outside if the reconstruction 
urgently needed there is to 
go forward, because Asia’s 
own resources clearly are in- 
adequate. 

The delegates to the con- 
ference of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for 
Asia and the Far East, which. 
has just concluded at Lap- 
stone, had a difficult and in- 
volved task in trying to plan 
practical reconstruction. The} 
report of the special Work- 
ing Committee says -that 
nearly one half of the ex- 
pehditure which the Commit- 
tee repards’ as essential for 
recovery will be required for 
improving road, rail and 
water transport. Through- 
out Asia and the Far East 
the war years have aggravat- 
ed the shortage of transport, 
and until that handicap can 
be overcome, it will be diffi- 
cult for nations to advance 
towards hicher standards, of 
living which are acknow- 
ledeed as essential. | 

The emphasis laid in the 
report on the needs of trans- 
port is an illustration of the 
mutual benefits to be obtain- 
ed by the integration of re- 
covery programmes in the 
Far East and recovery plans 
in Europe. The United 
States has made it clear that 
America cannot provide 
funds for reconstruction and 
development in Asia. It is 
also obvious that. American 
industry, in the light of 
heavy worldwide demands, 
cannot supply what Far East 
countries urgently need. 

The report of the Commit- 
tee declares that apart from 
settlement of political _ dis- 
unity the development to be 
accomplished will depend on 
finance, capital goods,. basic 
materials and technical per- 
sonnel mostly from outside. 
the ECAFE region. A large 
proportion of all these essen- 
tials-must come from’ West- 
ern Europe;. it is, therefore, 
true to say that every step 
forward made by Britain and’ 
other ‘countries concerned in 
ERP’ is at the same ‘time a.

The gal- 
lant action of the Ist, supported 
steadfastly by an airborne forma- 
thon ond with assistance from 
naval gunfire, repulsed the coun- 
ferattack after some hours ‘of 
bitter touch-atid-go Aghting.

The point we wanted to cap- 
ture at the enrilest © possible 
moment was Messina, the enemy 
port in the northeastem end of 
the island, directly across the 
narrow strait from the Italian 
mainland. Whrough this port al- 
most all enemy supplies’ would 
have to flow, and ance it was 
secured ‘the position of the gar- 
rison on the isiand would be 
hopeless. The enemy of. course 
saw this simple truth as clearly 
as we and rapidly gathered up 
his forces to bar the progress of 
Montgomery, who was closest to 
Messina, In this effort the enemy 
was tremendously favoured by 
the ground.. Mount Etna do-

Gen. Dwight D. 
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of the mountaln. Montgomery's 
attack initially procecded swiftly 
and quickly overran the Eastern 
beaches to include the Nazi port 
of Syracuse, most jmportant to 
our supply plan. From there to- 
ward Catanla opposition grew In- 
creasingly stern. From July 17 
Onward the Eighth Army lay In 
the Catania plain facing the 
Mount Etna bastion with small 
prospect of penetrating the passes 
to the Northward. Montgomery 
began to bulld up his reinforcee- 
ments so as to throw on encir- 
cling column to the Westward as 
his only hope of forcing his way 
onward to the ultimate goal. 

The plain was infected with 
malaria, In no other area during 
the Mediterranean campaign dtd 
we suffer equal percentage losses 
from disnese. At other points in 
Sicily we likewlse had a serlous 
casualty list from malaria, but 
Catania was the pesthole of tho 
region. 

Patton in the meantime push- 
ed vigorously forward to the 
centre of the island, while with 
his extreme left flank he threw 
mobile columns around the Wes- 
tern perlmeter of the Island, en- 
tering Palermo within — twelve 
days after the initial Innding. His 
rapidity of movement quickly 
reduced the enemy ports to the 
single one of Messina; it broke 
the morale of the huge Itailan 
garrison and placed Patton's 
forces in position to begin tha 
atlack from the Westward to 
brenk the deadlock on the 
Eastern flank. . 

Patton was a shrewd student 
ef warfare who always clearly 
appreciated the value of speed 
in the ~ conduct af operations. 
Speed -of- movement ----often-en- 
abies troops to minimise any 
advantage the enemy may tem- 


Pation employed these  tactles 
rolentlessly, and thus not only 
minimSed casualties but shook 
the whole Itallan Government so 
forcibly that Mussolini toppled 
from his position of power in 
Jota July, 

As the Seventh Army = ap- 
proached the Western slopes of 
the Mount Etna highlands -fight- 
ing became more and = more 
severe ‘The Battle of Treina, 
conducted Inrgely by the Ist 
Division, was one of the most 
fiercely fought smaller actions 
of the war. The enemy launched 
twenty-four separate counter- 
attacks during the battle. The 
fround was rocky and broken, 
with hidden areas difficult to 
clean’ out. Several days after the 
capture of the position our 
troops were astonished to find. 
in one small valley o fleld of 
several hundred German dead, 
so fMr uncounted. ‘They were 
victims of American artillery 
fire. 3 

In the advance Eastward from 
Palermo the left flank of the 
Seventh Army, following _ the 
coast line, mude a series of small 
umphibious ‘ operations, the 
strength of the landings varying 
from one to two battalions, A 
small naval task force under 
Rear Admiral Lyal A. Davidson 
and the troops advancing along 
the rocky coustal cliffs of Sicily 
achieved a rematkeble degree ‘of 
co-ordination and ecMeciency in 
carrying out these -nattacks. The 
only road was of the “shelf” 
varicty, a mere niche in the cllffs 
interrupted by numerous bridges 
and culverts that the enemy in- 
variably destroyed as he drew 
back fighting. The advance along 


polnt os was the Eastward ad- 
vance on the left of the Seventh 
Army. In addition the Kighth 
Army had to overcome the pre- 
ponderance of “enemy strength. 
On the cliffs facing the sea just 
to the Eastward of Mount Ftna, 
J saw on almost incredible feat 
of field enginecring. The road, 
completely blown away through

the Seventh Army was a 
triumph of enginecring, scaman-

By the end of July the Halian 
garrison, except for oa few small 
elements under the direct dc- 
mination of their German over- 
lords, had entirely quilt, but 
along the great saw-toothed 
ridge of which the centre was 
Mount Etna the German = gar- 
rison was fighting skillfully and 
savagely. Panzer and parnatroop 
elements here were among the 
best we encountered in the war, 
and each position won was gain- 
ed only through. the complete 
destruction of the defending- 
elements, 

Nevertheless, by the time the 
Seventh and Eighth Armies had 
closed up into position for their 
final ossault against the Mount 
etna bastion: the Germans saw 
that the game was up and began 
the evacuation across the Stralt 
of Messina.

The higher commander 
must constantly plan,- as each 
operation progresses, so to direct 
nis formations that success finds 
his troops in proper position and 
condition to undertake successive 
steps without pause. Long 
periods of inaction for regroup- 
ing are’ justified only by sheer 
necessity, Veteran troops realise 
that by continuing the advance 
and attack against a shaken 
enemy the ‘greatest possible gains 
are made at minimum cost. 
Speed requires training, fitness, 
confidence, morale, suitable 
transport, and skillful leadership.
